Missouri Penitentiary to Make 
License Piates for First Time; 
Saving of $19,000. 
By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 26.— 
Missouri’s 1934 automobile license 
plates will have white numerals 
with a black background. Motor 
Vehicle License Commissioner 
Stewart today announced 725,000 
plates in the black-and-white color 
design had been ordered. 
The new plates will be manufac- 
tured at the State Penitentiary un- 
der a law passed by the recent 
General Assembly. It will be the 
first time Missouri automobile 
license plates have been manufac- 
tured at the prison. 
The 1934 plates have been con- 
tracted for at 11 cents a pair, com- 
pared with 13.7 cents a pair for the 
1933 plates.

GROCER KILLED 
IN HOLDUP OF

John Trione Jr. of Edwards- 
ville Had Just Parked 
Car When Men Appeared 
Companion Says. 


SHOT FOUR TIMES

John Trione Jr., Edwardsville 
grocer, was shut and killed last 
night by robbers who held him up 
at Leclaire, near Edwardsville, 


as he was seated in his auto- 
mobile with Miss Ruth Pieper, a 
music teacher of Edwardsville. 
Trione and , Miss Pieper had 
parked the car near the -home of 
Edward Mindrup, 1116 Madison 
street, Leclaire, about 11 o'clock, 
and were waiting for a friend, Jo 
seph Rezabec, who had called at 
the Mindrup home to visit Miss 
Charlotte Wolff, employed there as 
a housemaid. 

Companion Tells of Murder. 

“John had just stopped the car 
under some trees on Madison 
street, north of Hadley street,” Miss 
Pieper related to reporters today. 
“He reached into his pocket for a 
cigaret and was lighting it when we 
saw a flashlight approaching us, 
and a man said ‘This is a stickup. 
“There were three robbers. All of 
them had guns. Two went. to 
John’s side of the car* and one of 
them went over to my side, and told 
me to get out. The men told John 
to keep quiet or he would be shot. 

“The man on my side, whom the 
others called ‘Buck,’ told me not to 
be afraid. He asked if I had any 
money and I told him not a cent. 
“John, holding his left hand in 
the air, opened the door of the car 
with his right, as the robbers had 
told him to; and got out. All of 
them seemed to move back toward 
the rear of the car, and the flash- 
light was shooting around in the 
grass. They must have thought he 
had dropped his money. 

Heard Four Shots. 

“There was some sort of tussle 
and it looked like they all jumped 
on John because he resisted them. 
I heard four shots and ran to the 
nearest house. While I was on the 
porch there the robbers got in 
John’s car and drove past me.” 
There was no telephone at the 
house and Miss Pieper went then 
to the Mindrup home, and police 
were called. They found Trione 
dead, with two bullet wounds in 
his chest, one in his left shoulder 
and another in his wrist. His shirt 
had been torn open in the struggle. 


Trione’s Wallet Found. 
Trione’s wallet was found this 
morning by police in a clump of 
weeds about 15 feet away from 
where the body lay. It contained 
$15, some personal papers, and a 
picture of his mother. In Trione’s 
pocket was a roll of bills amount- 
ing to $158. 

Trione’s watch, on the wrist in 
which he was shot, was grazed by 
a bullet, It had stopped at 11:15 
o'clock. 

Miss Pieper said she had ob- 
served clearly the profile, of the 
man spoken to as “Buck,” and 
would recognize him again if she 
saw him. He is tall and slim, she 
said, and his face is uncommonly 
thin.

MEMPHIS, Tenn.,:Sept. 26. — 
George (Machine Gun) § Kelly, 
Western desperado sought for the 
kidnaping of Charles F. Urschel, 
Oklahoma City millionaire oil man, 
was arrested here today by Depart- 
ment of Justice operatives. 
With Kelly was his wife and two 
companions, J. R. Tichenor and S. 
E. Travis. All were arrested. 
Kelly, who since the beginning 
of the trial of Albert Bates, R. G. 
“Boss” ‘Shannon, Texas rancher, 
and 10 other defendants in the 
Urschel abduction trial in Okla- 


homa City, was said to have threat- 
ened the oil man and his family, 
surrendered without resistance. 
Department of Justice agents 
from. Birmingham and local police 
surrounded the Tichenor residence 
here at 6 a. m. 
One group of officers made their 
way through the front entrance. 
Another stood in the hallway, fac- 
ing Kelly’s closed door, with a 
sawed off shotgun held straight in 
front of him. 
Suddenly the door swung open. 
There stood Kelly with a revolver 
in his hand. The shotgun, however, 
was pointed straight at his heart. 
“Drop it, Kelly,” said Sergeant 
Raney of the M-mphis force. 
Kelly’s revolver dropped to the 
floor, and his hands pointed to the 
ceiling. 
“I have been waiting for you all 
night,” Kelly said. 
“Well, here we are,” Raney said, 
smiling. 

Admits His Identity. 
Kelly laughed as he spoke. 
“Sure, I'm Kelly,” he said. 
Department of Justice agents 
said their identification was com- 
plete. 
Kelly’s titian-haired wife, Kath- 
ryn, is a daughter of “Boss” Shan- 
non, at whose Texas ranch Urschel 
was kept in chains until his $200,-

among them a machine gun. 
Beyond the flashing of the heavy 
pistol by Kelly, no one made any 
attempt at resistance. 
Tichenor, Memphis police said, 
had lived here five years and did 
not have a criminal record. Travis 
is the brother of Tichenor’s wife, 
who, with a child, is visiting rela- 
tives near Louisville, Ky. 
W. A. Rorer, recently appointed 
agent in charge of the Birmingham 
field office of the Department of 
Justice, was aroused from bed at 
Birmingham about 2 o’clock this 
morning by a call from J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Division of 
Investigation at Washington, who 
had been up all night supervising 
developments in the hunt for Kelly. 
Rorer was directed to mobilize as 
many of his men as possible, ar- 
range for immediate use of two 
army planes and fly at once to 
Memphis. Late yesterday Hoover 
was informed by agents in the 
Southwest that positive information 
of Kelly’s whereabouts had been 
obtained from- “a _ confidential 
source.” 
The agents had almost trapped 
Kelly in San Antonio a week or two 
ago, but Keily fled just a few hours 
before the officers arrived at a cer- 
tain house.

Half of the late Hugh W. Thom- 
asson’s estate will go to Taylor R. 
Young and Patrick H. Cullen, law- 
yers who represented Thomasson’s 
distant relatives in seeking to have 
him declared insane and inacapable 
of contracting any one of the three 
marriages to the woman who sur- 
vives him as his widow. 
Young today told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he and Cullen have a 
contract with the heirs which pro- 
vides they shall receive half of al! 
they recover. He estimated the es- 
tate, consisting entirely of realty, to 
be worth from $600,000 to $700,000, 
and said the net recovery should 
amount to at least $600,000 at cur- 
rent values. Half of such a sum 
would give him and Cullen $150,000 
each for their legal services in the 
long fight to oust Mrs. Grace Caro- 
lyn Thomasson as his wife. — 
Thomasson did not leave a will. 
His estate consists of two parcels of 
improved business property on the 
southwest corner of Broadway and 
Washington avenue, the northwest 
corner of Euclid and McPherson av- 
enues, four corner business lots on 
Big Bend road in Richmond Heights, 
a lot on Lay road and mining prop- 
erty in Missouri. The cash income 
from the leased improved property 
amounts to $35,000 a year. 
Widow’s Settlement Approved. 

A contract of settlement whereby 
Mrs. Thomasson, the widow, will 
receive $50,000 for herself and her 
attorneys, and under which she will 
relinquish all claims against the es- 
tate, was approved last week by 
Probate Judge Holtcamp. 

Mrs. Thomasson and her attor- 
neys, the firm of Eagleton, Hen- 
wood & Waechter, are to receive 
$30,000 as soon as funds are avail- 
able to the administrators, and $20,- 
000 more is to be paid to the law 
firm in six quarterly installments 
of $3000 and one of $2000, without 
interest. 

Seven other lawyers have claims 
of $134,000 against the estate in the 
form of notes executed by Thomas- 
son and his wife for legal services, 
and advances of cash in some in- 
stances. Young gave out the list 
as follows:

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Citations of 
contempt for two lawyers have dis- 
closed a Federal income tax inquiry 
directed against William H. Malone, 
former chairman of the Illinois Tax 
Commission and unsuccessful] can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor in the last pri- 
mary. 

Attorneys John W. Ellis, a master 
in chancery for 26 years, and Henry 
L Blin were accused in the citation 
of giving “tvasive, false and mis- 
leading answers” before a Federal 
grand jury inquiring into Malono's 
affairs. 

A $15,000 fee Ellis received for 
representing the Pullman Co. be- 
fore the Tax Commission during 
Malone’s incumbency figured in the 
grand jury testimony, the citation 
papers disclosed. 

Ellis said he had not split the fee 
with anyone, but admitted, testi- 
mony said, that $10,000 of it was 
sent by messenger, supposedly to 
Malone’s office. He also testified, 
the papers said, he took the fee in 
cash because “at the time there 
was a rather heavy campaign dona- 
tion, and the money went for-cam- 
paign purposes.” 

A $12,500 fee figured in Blin’s tes 
timony. 

Both lawyers were ordered to ap- 
pear before Federal Judge James 
H. Wilkerson today to show cause 
why they should not be held in con- 
tempt. 


Testimony of Ellis. 

Testimony credited to Ellis in the 
transcript was as follows: 

.Q. Whom did you give the $10,000 
to? A. Not to any one person, 

Q. Didn't you tell 
and Mr. Converse (special agents 
of the Intelligence unit) that you 
put $10,000 in currency in an enve- 
lope and sent it to the State Tax 
Commission? A. No, sic. It was 
called for at my office. 

Q. Who called for it? A. I didn’t 
know the man; he was a colored 
man. 

Q. You knew whom he represent- 
ed, did you not? A. No. 

Q. And you turned $10,000 in cur- 
rency over to him? A. Yes, sir, and 
I will tell you why, if you want to 
know. ...I have gotten certain re- 
sults without any questions, sugges- 
tion of money, or expectation of re- 
ward, from both the State Tax 
Commission and the local Board of 
Review, and I was told I could ex- 
pect somebody—who would call for 
a certain amount of money about 
a certain time, and I was not to 
make any inquiries, and I did not, 
and that is where it went.

ACCUSE REPORTED SANE 


Physicians Tell Court Result of 
Examination of J. W. 
Boyd at Clayton. 


John Winston Boyd. Negro, 
charged with criminal attacks on 
women, is sane in the opinion of 
two doctors who examined the pris- 
oner at Clayton Sunday. 

Yesterday Dr. Robert E. Keaney 
reported to the Court that Boyd 
was sane, now and at the time of 
his crimes. Today Dr. Hillel Un- 
terberg joined in Dr. Keaney’s find- 


ing. 
Dr. Unterberg wrote: T believe 


the prisoner is just a criminal, fully 
aware of the nature and quality of 
his acts. He was under no com- 
pulsion, in my opinion, nor were his 
acts the reaction to any patholog- 
ical mental process. I believe he 
was fully able to refrain from their 
commission. I believe he is sane.” 
The examiners said the prisoner 
told them he was 32 years old, was 
born in Cairo, Ill, and attended 
high school two years. He said he 
enlisted in the navy in 1919 and was 
discharged two years later for dis- 
ability. Dr. Unterberg, _ however, 
notes that records show Boyd re- 
ceived a dishonorable discharge 
after serving a t in a naval 
prison. He has been twice mar- 


dren. 

Boyd admits having been in fre- 
quent conflict with the law, begin- 
ning in grammar school days in 
Caifo when he was arrested for 
fighting with his teachers, Dr. Un- 
terberg states. After leaving the 
navy Boyd served several prison 
terms for various offenses, includ- 
ing burglary and larceny and auto- 
mobile theft. He discusses assaults 
on women freely, admitting that he 
assaulted, or robbed and assaulted, 
about 15 white women and three or 
four Negro women since last May, 
the physician relates. 

Describing Boyd as a “fatalist,” 
Dr. Underberg wrote that the pris- 
oner shows ind!7ference to the prob- 
able outcome of his difficulties. 

At the time of his arrest Boyd 
was living at 3120 Marnice place, 
and was empicyed as porter for a 
barber and a druggist in North St. 
Louis. He is scheduled for trial at 
Clayton next Monday on one of the 
charges of criminal assault.

Operated for Six Months at Loss of 
$12,100, Redyced to $2500 by Gifts 
and State Subsidy. 

An operating report of the St. 
Louis Broom Shop for the Blind 
embracing the six months ending 
last June ‘30, was su»mitted today 
at a meeting of the Board of In- 
dustrial Aid by Mrs. Mary E. Ry- 
der, executive director of the Mis- 
souri Commission for the Blind.

FOUND SLAIN IN AUTO 


Police Think Former Cement

“He used to say he 
couldn't get a job and his money 
was going but he had a good gun 
and was going to use it.” 

Police said acquaintances of Mrs.

Mrs. Chessen’s husband, Charles, 
a native of England, and at various 
times a saloonkeeper, real estate 
dealer and cartridge plant employe, 
testified before her appearance 
that he, too, had no connection with 
the kidnaping. :

He 
said that he passed the gasoline 
station, on his right, and went on 
about a quarter of a mile before 
turning around and heading south 
again. He said that they passed 
Dr. Meyers’ home when Norvell 
said he had tossed out a note, but 
declared he did not see Norvell 
do 80. 

He explained his roundabout 
trip to Norvell’s home by saying 
he was sure he would find a fill- 
ing station open in Alton—it was 
late at night—and his trip past 
the station by saying he simply 
wanted to turn around and get 
headed in the right direction.

He explained the Steers 
estate owned some docks and piers 
in Brooklyn which were used by 
the Export Co. 

Neven said Herberman also _ re- 
ceived $69,000 in 1928 from the Ex- 
port Co., bringing the total for his 
expenses in that year to well over 
$300,000. 

The chairman questioned Neven 
about five currency payments made 
Herberman in a 15-day period rang- 
ing from $1000 to $3000 each. “Do 
you know wheer that money 
went?” Black asked. Neven said 
he did not. He added he had not 
warned Herberman he would have 
difficulty in explaining these ex- 
penditures in making out his in- 
come tax return. He said the In- 
ternal Revenue Board had worked 
out a compromise with Herberman 
on his taxes, but he was vague as 
to the year.

Insull and the Prince. 

Insull had always refused to meet 
Prince Mdivani, she said, adding: 
“I think that’s what burns Serge up 
as much as anything.” . 

Her . husband wasn't, she con- 
tinued, averse to her seeing Insull 
when it meant advancement of his 
own financial interests. 

“It was usually at his instiga- 
tion,” said Miss McCormic. “He was 
always after me to get help from 
Mr. Insull—and I can prove it.”

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—At least 32 

sausage, if not a chicken, in every 
German pot is the Nazi Govern- 
ment’s plan for tiding the unem- 
ployed over the winter months. 
' The burden of popularizing the 
plan, which calls for considerable 
sacrifice by the German people, 
rests upon the shoulders of Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels, Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s Minister for Propaganda. 

Hardly a source of revenue will 
be left untapped, according to the 
plans unfolded for the first time 
by Dr. Goebbels, collections em- 
bracing almost every sphere of 
German home, social and industrial 
life. 

“We want to show the world,” 
he said, “that we can be just as s0- 
clalistic as we can be nationalist.” 

The basis of the organized 
scheme, called “the fight against 
hunger and cold,” is rooted in the 
inhérent German idea of organiza- 
tion.

ON FARM PRICES 


Federal Administrator Try- 
ing to Learn How Much 


by Unemployed. 


By the Press. 

W. GTON, Sept. 26.——Sur- 
veys to determine the exact extent 
of the surplus problem as it affects 
current farm prices and the 
amount of farm products that can 
be distributed to the needy have 
been undertaken by Federal offi- 
cials. 

Harry Hopkins, director of the 
relief organization, said his of- 
fice was attempting to ascertain 


the potential consumption by un- 
employed and others on relief rolls. 


sought to establish what surpluses 
of farm products were most trou- 
blesome and what could be most 
readily acquired and distributed. 
They have yet to determine to 
what extent the purchase of sur- 
plus products will be associated 
with their production control plan. 

Robert M. Littlejohn, fiscal ex- 
pert of the army's general staff, 
assumed direction of the program 
for the agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration which is considering 
organization of a non-profit cor- 
poration under District of Colum- 
bia laws through which to operate. 

Below Market Prices. 

Whether this will be necessary 
depends on the extent of open 
market purchases that is decided 
on. If the program is coupled with 
production control there might 
be a limitation of purchases to 
the products of the farmers who 
join in agreements to curtail pro- 
duction. 

One plan under consideration 
called for purchasing surpluses, 
including fruits and dairy products, 
from organizations of producers at 
fess than market prices. 

This would be directed at reliev- 
ing the markets of the threat of 
oversupply and making use of 
products which markets could not 
absorb. 

While . $75,000,000 has been set as 
the total of anticipated expendi- 
tures under the program, farm ad- 
ministrators think this is a min- 
imum figure. 

R. F. C. Loans Available. 

The administrators said that, in 
addition to emergency relief funds 
and portions of the proceeds of 
processing taxes levied under the 
Farm Act, loans from the Recon- 
atruction Finance Corporation un- 
der the Emergency Relief and Con- 
struction Act of 1932 would be 
available for carrying on the re- 
lief program. 

In a statement dealing with its 
program, the farm administration 
said “the projected plan is greater 
in scope than any previous activity 
by the Government in conjunction 
with the Red Cross or other agen- 
cies.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
said that “this plan frankly rec- 
ognizes that the United States Gov- 
ernment has at least as much re- 
sponsibility toward its own people 
as it assumed toward those of other 
countries several years ago. 

“It is a frank avowal that we do 
not propose any longer to see mil- 
lions of people inadequately clothed 
and fed, and suffering all the un- 
fortunate consequences of malnu- 
trition and exposure while surpluses 
of the commodities they need are 
begging for a market. 

“Either as a cause of or as a 
result of the depression, the ordi- 
nary machinery of distribution and 
exchange has broken down. The 
action we are taking now is the 
most direct kind possible. ... The 
physical transfer of the commodi- 
ties from those who have them to 
those who want them.” 

The farm administration said 
that its economists took the posi- 
tion that the plan “is not a mere 
diversion of farm products from 
one channel to another, but that it 
actually will make possible a con- 
sumption of goods in addition to 
the amount which would otherwise 
be distributed this winter.” 

They assert that, because of in-: 
adequate funds, standards of re- 
lief had been at the bare subsist- 
ence level and that persons on re- 
lief rolls had not been consuming 
all that they might either in quan- 
tity or variety of food.

Open Fire With Machine

Agents at Collinsville and 
Club One Officer. 


A prisoner whom prohibition 
agents had arrested in a raid on a 
still at Collinsville yesterday after- 
noon was taken from them by gun- 
men who arrived at the scene dur- 
ing the raid.

Says Company U nions 
Come Within Law So 
Long as Coercive Meth- 
ods Are Not Used. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Manu- 
facturers have been told by the 
Nationa! Association of Manufac- 
turers that-a closed union shop, 
under which labor contracts are 
made with a single union, would 
violate the intent of the Recovery 
Act. 

This interpretation went into the 
mails last night in a copyrighted 
bulletin prepared by John C. Gall, 
associate counsel of the association. 
It takes direct issue with the view 
@ William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The association also has informed 
employers that, under the law, they 
can advise workers against joining 
a labor union, or, within limits, 
offer specia) inducements, such as 
group insurance, to employes, who 
will join and bargain through a 
company union.

S a policy holder of the Missouri 
A State Life Insurance Co., I have been 
very much interested in the information 
furnished to the public through the daily 
newspapers. 
I gather that the cash surrender value 
of my policy has been depleted to a great 
extent: that this depreciation of cash 
surrender value may be raised to the 
normal rate only if during a period of 15 
years the new company earns a profit. 
Upon communication with the insurance 
organization, I have been led to believe 
that I, as a policy holder, will be made 
to pay interest on the amount of money 
that, through mismanagement, was lost 
on my policy by the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. In short: it is a double 
loss for the policy holders. They will 
have policies of decreased value, and will 
be forced to pay interest on the money 
that they are losing. Undoubtedly many 
others are in the same dilemma I am 
in; undoubtedly, they, too, would like to 
know whether or not the policy holder 
MUST pay interest on lost money to save 
what remains on the policy.

York Stock Exchange over to New Jersey is about. 
Says the New York Evening Post: | 

Specifically, here is what the triple tax means 
to a tradcr in one of the Big Board favorites, 
United States Steel commen: in buying or selling 
“a round lot, 100 shares, he pays $5 to the Federal 
Government, $4 to the state and, under the new 
city scheme, will pay $4 to the municipality, or 
$13 in all. Add to that $17.50 in commission for 
the brokers. Double the commission for a “round 
trip” in the market and the trader pays $48 to 
“get in and out” of 100 shares of Steel. Thirteen 
dollars is the maximum tax on a round lot. On 
lower priced stocks and shares with small par 
value, the combined taxes may be as little as 
$7.04 on 100 shares. Nevertheless, in the aggre- 
gate they mount up. 
It does not, of course, matter where the stock mar- 
ket is. It does matter what it is. If it were an insti- 
tution which confined its activities to legitimate 
trade in capital investment, the country would be dis- 
posed to defend it from unjust taxation. In view of 
all that has happened, what the country seems to feel 
is that the taxes of which the New York Stock Ex- 
change complains are not unjust. Investors are not 
much affected by them. They do not buy securities 
often enough to pay any considerable taxes. 
It is the operator, the speculator, the gambler, who 
is hardest hit. Dipping in and out of the market 
as he does, he is taxed with every move. This is why 
the New York Stock Exchange is in trouble, why the 
movement to go over to New Jersey has reached the 
point of architectural remodeling and wiring for that 
extensive system of communication which goes with 
such an exchange. Meanwhile, Exchange seats have 
gone off $50,000 within a few weeks and a committee 
of bankers, brokers and business ren is extending 
an invitation to the Exchange to come to Chicago. 
If we are to credit John T. Flynm a widely read 
writer upon financial legerdemain in and out of Wall 
Street, 90 per cent of the operations of the stock ex- 
changes result in injury to our economic life. He as- 
sures us that the economic effects of speculation are 
bad; that injury proceeds from the speculative 
mechanism of the exchange; that capital itself would 
be in a better condition if this speculative machin- 
ery were limited to the function of mere markets for 
actual capital etructure. Mr. Flynn said in a recent 
issue of Harper’s Magazine: 

I assert that the stock exchanges of the coun- 
try, as they are now operated, are devices for cre- 
ating excessive debts—claims upon property and

claims are fixed claims, bonds, the principal sum 
of which is fixed and the return equally fixed. Part 
of these claims are in the form of equities, com- 
mon stocks, in which the value as well as the 
yield is subject to the vicissitudes of business. 

Both, however, are evidences of capital’s share 
in the enterprise. On any defensible theory, they 
represent capital’s contribution to the industry. 
If the capitalist makes a contribution in return 
for his bonds cr his stocks, there is at least no 
violence done to the sound theory. But if the cap- 
italist gets his bonds or his stocks without mak- 
ing any contribution to the enterprise, he be- 
comes a dead-head passenger. His pond or his 
stock becomes a claim upon the assets—e load to 
be carried—without benefit to the industry. It 
becomes an economic burden. : 

An individual enterprise may stand up under 
such a load, but no great number of enterprises 
together can, and when this condition becomes a 
characteristic of an economic community, col- 
lapse is inevitable. : 


The New York Stock Exchange complains that the 
nation, the state and the city are uniting to tax it 
out of existence. So far as we know, no one has any 
such intention. Not even Mr. Flynn believes in the 
abolition of the stock exchanges. He points out that 
in a corporate system there must be a market in 
which stocks and bonds can be bought and sold: but 
he believes that all stocks and bonds should be is- 
sued only for actual and full value capital, contribu- 
tions to the corporate enterprise; that trading in 
stocks and bonds should be limited to transactions be- 
tween investors. He disbelieves that they should be 
used “as counters in a-gigantic game of gambling.” 

Mr. Flynn denies that all the stock speculation 

which has sustained the exchanges plays any part in 
financing industry. “Most of the actual financing 
of industry is done,” he points out, “by capital de- 
rived from bonds and preferred stock and from 
the earnings of ‘industry itself, not from common 
stocks. Yet the portion of the exchange devoted 
to buying and selling bonds is just a very small room 
in one corner of the great floor, a corner where a 
few brokers meet daily in composure and quiet. Al- 
most all the energies.of the institution are given over 
to operations in stocks, which have made little or 
no contributions to industry, but constitute chiefly 
a claim upon its fruits.” He calls it the Wall Street 
Debt Machine. 
As long as the people’s money is kicked about in 
the stock exchanges, the United States will be plagued 
by a manipulated market. It is an evil that was long 
ago put down in Europe, one which has steadily 
grown up in the United States from the days when 
the great entrepreneurs built the railroads and de- 
veloped the country. This is not the first time the 
gamblers in New York have taken refuge in New Jer- 
sey. They did it as long ago as when Jim Fisk and 
Dan Drew were playing ducks and drakes with Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. Drew tells us in his book that 
on one occasion he and his associates set up their 
headquarters in a Jersey hotel to escape the law in 
New York. 
H. N. Brailsford, who was for years an editorial 
writer on the Manchester Guardian, says we are en- 
gaged in the stupendous undertaking of “cleaning up 
the United States.” We cannot clean up the United 
States without giving the stock exchangés a good 
scrubbing. 
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MAR. O’MALLEY’S INSURANCE REFORMS. 


As the fumes of the Missouri State Life mess still 
pollute the air, Insurance Superintendent O’Malley is 
drawing up a legislative program to make impossible 
a repetition of it. He hopes Gov. Park will include 
the program in his call for a special session. 
» While the O'Malley program is not formally com- 
plete, it is expected to include proposals that insur- 
ance company assets be at least 25 per cent liquid; 
that companies be prohibited from owning stock of 
other insurance companies; that all. policies be reg- 
istered with the State Insurance Department and ac- 
companied with securities to guarantee them; to limit 
the amount a company may lend on a single loan; to 
prohibit the investment of large sums in magnificent 
home office buildings; to change procedure regarding 
receiverships and insurance; and other suggestions 
yet to be worked out. 
Mr. O’Malley is to be commended for attempting 
to plug up the holes in Missouri’s insurance law. 
These holes were made largely by skillful insurance 
lobbyists, who haunt every session of the Legisla- 
ture, always pressing for their own advantage. Fre- 
quently, the Legislature has passed laws proposed by 
lobbyists, without any idea of their nature. At times, 
as State Senator Joffee pointed out in the Post-Dis- 
patch last Friday, the insurance lobby has even 
stooped to forging records. _ 
There was sure to be a reaction to such trafficking 
with the Legislature and, if it took a $29,000,000 fail- 
ure to produce it, even so costly an experience may 
prove to be worth the money. The next step in in- 
surance reform will be up to Gov. Park, and we feel’ 
sure he will grasp the remarkable opportunity for a 
great service to Missouri.

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WAGES VS. DIVIDENDS. 

An editorial in the current issue of the Forum, re- 
ferring to an article in the same issue entitled “Weary 
Feet,” being an account of the drudgery of clerks in 
New York 5-and-10-cent stores, makes an illuminating 
point. 

It shows that one of the largest companies in the 
5-and-10-cent field earned in 1930, 1931 and 1932 the 
sums of $3.56, 4.24 and $2.27 per share of common 
stock. In the same years, it paid out dividends of 
$2.40, $4.40 and $2.40 per share. There are 9,750,000 
shares outstanding, each with a par value of $10. 
Accordingly, at the present dividend rate, this well- 
managed company pays common stockholders a return 
of 24 per cent on par value. 
If the company, instead of paying a $2.40 dividend 
in 1932, had paid only $1.20, or 12 per cent on par 
value, it would have had $11,700,000 to distribute 
elsewhere. The editor of the Forum, assuming that 
the company has 1900 stores, calculates thet it might 
have distributed these earnings among its employes in 
the form of increased wages. Assuming it had done 
so, at the rate of $6150 per store, each containing 
20 employes, every employe would have received $308 
additional for the year, or about $6 extra per week. 
What a godsend that would have been for these 
hard-working clerks! But, what is more important, 
how much better it would be for our economic system 
if a shifting of national wealth would place it where 
it is most needed and where it most profoundly af- 
fects the nation’s purchasing power! 

No doubt, many of the shareholders of this partic- 
ular company need the money they reap from divi- 
dends, but it is a perfectly safe generalization to say 
that the vast majority of them are infinitely less in 
need than the clerks, who work for pittances and 
whose whole income must go instantly for the imme- 
diate necessities of life. There is no hoarding among 
them. Their money circuiates almost as quickly as 
it is handed to them. 

If the NRA does not teach the lesson that wages are 
more important than dividends to a nation’s economic 
life, it will fail in one of its major objectives.

The Shift in Economic Thinking 


Prevailing change in thought in the field of economics similar to that in political philos- 
ophy during the latter part of the eighteenth century, says adviser to R. F. C. 
who cites economic laws which have been materially modified by experience; 
Adam Smith's concepts merely postulates based on a given set of conditions.

Dr. A. A. Berle, Jr., in Economic Forum. 


S IN many periods of readjustment, 

there is an awareness of a fundamental 

change in thought. Since the prevailing 
change just now is economic, it is not sur- 
prising to discover this consciousness of a 
shift in economic thinking, much as Europe 
became conscious of a changed view in po- 
litical thinking in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century. To the public this comes 
as a surprise. Students, however, realize 
that the change in public thinking merely 
reflects the political or other application 
of the change which has taken place in sci- 
entific circles long before. The gradual ac- 
ceptance of ideas partly because their spon- 
sors have fought for them, and partly be- 
cause they have appealed to rational minds 
for some years, at length leads to general 
recognition. It is the process of acceptance 
which appears as the change. 
_ Up to the turn of the century, the laws of 
economics were regarded as laws of life. 
It was thought that, within their scope, they 
could regulate human conduct so as to per- 
mit a passable society to continue to exist. 
Accordingly, business, national economy and 
national organization were conceived on the 
basis of a number of postulates. 

7 * * 


The first postulate was that man was ac- 
tuated by the hope of profits to engage in 
activities with his labor or with his property 
which would satisfy a human need, and that 
thereby the services of supply of the world 
would be kept running. 

This assumed that enterprise would be 
individual; and that individuals having labor 
and having wealth or capital would be in 
effective cohtrol of such activities. The or- 
ganization of large-scale industry, the ad- 
vent of the modern corporation, the special- 
ization of labor and its increased dependence 
on an effective connection with machinery 
which might displace it, have fully demon- 
strated, not that the law does not work, 
but that it works so crudely and so slowly 


that it no longer becomes a guide to life. 


A second postulate was the so-called law 
of diminishing returns, with which was tied 
up the supposed law that competition even- 
tually would drive out the marginal pro- 
ducer and thereby adjust supply to demand. 
The theory of this is still sound; the appli- 
cation, however, has been distorted by the 
fact. Again, it is the intrusion of organiza- 
tion into economics which spoils the equa- 
tion. As long as industry generally is in the 
hands of small units, the law of diminishing 
returns would normally tend automatically 


to limit overcrowded activity, thereby creat- 
Add to this, however, the* 


ing a balance. 
institution of debts—such as the mortgage 
debts which have weighed so heavily on the 
Western farms or on the Caribbean sugar 
plants, and the efffect is exactly opposite. 
One sees at once the unrealized element. In 
the equations of Adam Smith and John Stu- 
art Mill, the small producer was generally 
thought of as self-sufficient—which he was, 
in their time—and there was no insistent 
drive upon him for cash. Translate him 
into a debtor for reasonably substantial 
amounts, who produces for cash and not 
subsistence, and the first effeet of a di- 
minishing return in practically every case 
has been to stimulate the debtor to greater 
efforts in producing the single commodity 


which is recognized by thé creditor, or in 
the market, as equivalent to cash. 

A third postulate, affecting the finaricia! 
and banking community, has been the the- 
ory underlying the so-called “liquid asset.” 
What is called “liquidity” has a long and 
ancient history. It is based on some article 
or value which supplies a constant, con- 
tinuing human desire. Gold, for example, 
was liquid; and that kind of merchandise 
which consistently entered into human con- 
sumption and consistently was consumed 
and replaced by new production. The touch- 
stone seems to have been either that the 


. supply was so limited that there was always 


a desire for all that could be had—as in the 
case of gold—or that the cycle of production 
and consumption always approximately bal- 
anced, consumption being assumed because 
need and desire eonstantly absorbed it. 


‘In the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, however, an artificial liquidity began 
to make itself felt through the operation of 
organization. This is the period of the great 
advance of the stock exchanges—iong 
known and used, but becoming (in the 
period from 1870 to 1931) a mechanism by 
which it was attempted to liquefy a large 
part of the industrial property of the entire 
civilized world. To the analyst, the differ- 
ence is visible at a glance. A steel mill is 
not liquid, never can be and never will be; 
no more are the shares or bonds represent- 
ing it, in the sense of satisfying a human 
desire. 

Perhaps the most violent distortion lay in 
the postulate that production and consump- 
tion would always tend to move toward a 
baiance. This may well be true as far as it 
goes; but the industrial cycle is still too 
young to know how long it will take to 
achieve any approximate balance; and it is 
unfortunately thoroughly demonstrated that 
the time is far. too long to take care of a 
population whose future .is bound up with 
the industrial system. 


. As nearly as can ‘be figured (the National 
Bureau of Economic Research is responsible 
for the figures), the increase of human con- 
sumption was 2.6 per cent per annum from 
1901 to 1913; it jumpéd, from 1922 to 1929, to 
3.7 per cent. But during the same periods 
éapital equipment increased at the rate of 
5 per cent (1901-1913), and 6.4 per cent (1922- 
1929); which increases rather than decféases 
the disparity between the increase in pro- 
duction and the increase in consumption, 
The theory, of coursé, is that human wants 
are indefinitely expansible.

Underlying even the human desire for 
profits and for individual advancement, 
there is a still stronger human or group 
desire to maintain its institutions intact or 
at least on a going basis, and an emotional 
human inability to see any large number 
of people in great distress without attempt- 
ing to do something about it. This desire, 
not usually regarded as discreditable except 
by Bernard Shaw and by the more extreme 
variety of  Nietzschean, cuts straight 
athwart our economics. When the operation 
of an economic law passes on to the com 
munity a social problem in such proportions 
that it occasions general uneasiness, and 
ultimately a redistribution of income or 
wealth through the medium of charity or 
taxation or (in extreme cases) revolution, 
there is inevitably a tendency to relate the 
condition to the specific circumstances 
which brought it about.

Over a Jump Raise 
N recent articles, I discussed 
the opening bidder’s problem 
when he opens the bidding with 
one in a major suit, his partner 
gives him ·the im- 
SI) ediate = Leeway 
Er , —@iJump Raise to 
Ee jthree in that suit, 
Hand the opening 
ibidder is not 
strong enough to 
make a construc- 
itive rebid. He 
must, therefore, 
sign off. He has 
two signoffs to 
choose frcem: 
Three no trumps 
and four in the 
suit. I ‘advised 
that you make 
this selection not 
merely by the length of your suit, 
but by the type and distribution of 
your hand. Such signoff by you in 
no way forbids your partner to 
make a further effort to reach a 
slam. If he does so, you must, after 
your earlier signoff, bid as directly 
and informatively as possible, re- 
membering not only that you have 
signed off, but also that your part- 
ner remembers that you have 
signed off. Try, therefore, to tell 
him all you can about your hand; 
evidently there is something he 
wishes to find out about it, other 
than the fact already conveyed that 
it did not contain a constructive re- 
bid. Conversely 
When Your Hand Does Contain a 
Constructive Rebid 


you must give this information im- 


mediately so that your partner may 
be enlightened in selecting his next 
move to unearth duplication and 
eliminate losers. The promise con- 
veyed by a constructive rebid made 
by the opening bidder is that he 
Will Positively Eliminate Losers 
from the partnership holdings in 
suits other than the trump suit. 
Certain values are already an- 
nounced by your opening bid. Your 
partner’s response obviously is made 
possible only by that opening bid. 
Do not rebid the same values when 
replying to the force. 
If You Mention a Second Suit on 
the Second Round 
you are definitely accepting a slam 
development. This applies in such 
uncompromising manner only when 
your original bid was in a ‘major 
suit—there is some modification of 
it when you opened with a minor 
suit, as I will explain in forthcom- 
ing articles. This naming of a sec- 
ond suit, when you could so easily 
have signed off in three no trumps 
or four of your original major suit, 
tells your partner in no uncertain 
terms that: 

1. Your original bid was sound in 
every respect. 

2. That this second suit of yours 
will eliminate losers from the part- 
nership holdings; it will either solid- 
ify that suit if he, too, has strength 
and length in it, or, if he is short, 
enable some of his losing cards’ to 
be discarded on that suit. :

Pain 
AIN is man’s friend and afflic- 
p tion. Were it not for pain, we 
should not be warned of things 
going wrong in the body in time 
to correct them. 

Pain, however, is not a simple 
thing, either in nature or in origin. 
Some of the most interesting and |; 
baffling conditions found in the 
body are the pains felt in one re- 
gion of the body, though disease 
affects another. . 

Perhaps the simplest example of 
such a referred pain is the twitch- 
ing in the- little finger felt when 
one strikes the funny bone. 

Disease of the gall bladder or the. 
diaphragm may cause paig in the 
shoulder. Disturbance in the bony 
structure in the back of the pelvis 
rmay cause pain in the legs. 

There are certain pain conditions 
which cannot be traced to a dis- 
ease condition. Not infrequently, 
such pain may be very excruciat- 
ing. — 

Formerly the best that could be 
done for such sufferers consisted 
in giving them morphine and in 
trying to alleviate their suffering 
by local treatment. 

Now, by cutting the sensory 
nerves going to the affected re- 
gion, the pain can be abolished. 
Such an operation does not para- 
lyze any of the musculature of the 
patient, since the nerves of pain 
and the nerves of motion are sepa- 
rate. 

However, in sectioning sensory 
nerves, not only is pain abolished, 
but a numbness is induced in the 
affected part. To overcome this 
disability, a further refinement has 
been achieved. 

When the sensory nerves reach 
the spinal cord, the fibers carrying 
touch and those carrying pain sen- 
sations separate. Hence, by cutting 
the pain fibers of the sensory nerves 
in the spinal cord, pain can be abol- 
ished without interfering with 
touch, 


The Virus of Flu 


HERE is much about influenza 

which still remains unknown. 

It is, for example, not yet very 
clear why at certain times influ- 
enza proves a mild disease, while 
at other times it becomes very de 
structive. 

Scientists have set themselves to 

the task of running down clue after 
clue, but in these efforts they have 
been very largely hampered be- 
cause not many animals, in fact, 
until lately none but the monkey, 
appeared to be subject to influen- 
za. 
Recently, however, there came 
word from the National Institute 
for Medical Research of England 
to the effect that the ferret, arch 
enemy of the rat, has been found 
susceptible to the virus of influ- 
enza. Many animals have been 
subjected experimentally to infec- 
tion, but apparently only the ferret 
has thus far responded with a defi- 
nite clinical picture. 

The animal, usually within 48 
hours after infection, suffers an 
abrupt rise in temperature. At the 
same time, the ferret looks ill, is 
quiet and lethargic, often refuses 
food, and shows signs of muscular 
weakness. : 

The eyes become watery and 
there ic a variable amount of wa- 
tery discharge from the nose. The 
animal sneezes frequently and 
yawns repeatedly. In other words, 
the ferret presents. a close imita- 
tion of the human victim of influ- 
enza. 

The disease may be transmitted 
from ferret to ferret either directly 
by means of washings rom the 
nose of the sick animal Or indirect- 
ly by placing a healthy animal in 
the same cage with a sick one. 

The point is that we have at last 
an animal definitely subject to the 
virus of influenza. When the ani- 
mal becomes sick with influenza, 
the symptoms are easily recogniz- 
able. 

We may now, therefore, expect 
to have a better chance to answer 
many questions that have arisen 
with regard to influenza, Perhaps 
also we may discover how to pre- 
vent influenza, how to modify its 
severity and how to lessen the dan- 
ger of complications,

Silverman to have become a hoofer 
or some other form of trouper in 
the two-a-day, because when he 
first showed up on Broadway from 
his up-state home town he spent 
practically all his time hanging 
around the theaters, And most 
kids that go around looking for odd 
jobs back-stage end up in a skit of 
their own: . 

But Sime veered away from the 
expected course, and as a result 
became far better known among 
the troupers than if he had been 
one of them literally as-well as 
figuratively. Perhaps it was be- 
cause he once had a job as a cub 
reporter on a newspaper and had 
a taste of that sort of work, that 
instead of ending up a worn-out 
hoofer he died in Los Angeles the 
other day with a reputation as 
“Broadway's Wisest Guy,” the 
founder and editor of “Variety,” 
that terse, vivid, and slangy maga- 
zine dear to theatrical] folks,, 

Sime had retired before he died 
and had turned the running of 
“Variety” over to his son, Syd, but 
just the same Sime continued to 
be “Variety,” as he had been since 
he started it. At the height of his 
career he gathered most of the 
news, wrote most of it, and edited 
copy mercilessly, with a big thick 
black pencil. He wanted to be sure 
“Variety” spoke Broadway's ian- 
guage, and when he was finished 
with it, it did. That was what 
made “Variety.” 

Silverman started “Variety” in a 
decidedly small way, by borrowing 
$1500 to buy the assets of another 
publication, “Chico’s Weekly,” in 
1905. He had just been fired from 
the old Morning Telegraph, for be- 
ing too outspoken about a vaude- 
ville actor in a story he had writ- 
ten. He was able to be as out- 
spoken as he wanted in his own 
magazine, and took advantage of 
that, to the end that several times 
during his career he had to take 
steps to avoid physical retaliation, 
but also to the end that he became 
an institution.

E are largely dependent on 
the written word for our in- 
formation, but the little child 
has to get his from the spoken 
word, often with startling results. 
One small boy on receiving a well 
deserved spanking turned to his 
mother with indignation and - out- 
rage on his tear-stained face and 
to her surprise said: “You had no 
right to do that.” 

When she had asked him why, 
his answer was: “Children should 
be seen and not hurt.” He had al- 
ways heard the proverb that way, 
and based his faith on it. 

We really have very little notion 
of the world our children live in. 
Most of us have forgotten how it 
looked to us, because the change to 
adult life comes so slowly and im- 
perceptibly, and every day brings 
new impressions that wipe out the 
old ones. 

But eyery child is an explorer in 
a new land inhabited by omniscient 
and omnipotent giants. Their speech 
is an arbitrary system of signs, 
and the child must learn these by 
ear and so is entirely dependent 
on others. 

It seems to me that the least we 
can do with such a responsibility is 
to teach him correctly, so that he 
may never be in the embarrassing 
predicament of mispronouncing or 
misusing a word or phrase. Often
